What steps are necessary to take in 
Mrs. Harrison Ranney who reside near order to secure a county agent for 


Charlevoix county? 

First, it is necessary to arouse inter- 
est in the movement among the people 
in the county.' At present practically 
everyone in the’ county understands 
the proposition, and af those who do 
only a very few, indeed, are still op- 
posed to’ a county agent. It is un- 
natural to expect to convince everyone 
of the value of any new thing. In the 
counties which have. ‘had’ a~ county 
agent longest, there are still some mien 
who oppose the idea, just as some men 
in this county will liveand die opposing 
good roads and other improvements. 

The Farm Bureau. 

‘In some counties the Board of Super- 
visors has. entire: supervision of the 
work of the county agent and,so consti- 
tute the Farm Bureau, -In “most coun- 
J ties, however, before the agent is hired 
‘the interested farmers and business 
men get together and’ organize a‘coun- 
ty Farm Bureau witha President, Sec- 
retary, Treasurer, and ‘as large a mem- 
bership as possible. The members pay 
‘a small fee which is used. to defray the 
necessary expenses of the Bureau un- 
til the ‘supervisors make an appropria- 


tion to cover the county’s share: of the 
expense. ; 
he Farm Bureau’ presents the pro- 


position to the’ Board of Supervisors 
and asks for ati_appropriation. The 
Bureau also passes judgment on the 
fitness of the candidafe presented by 
the state leader for the Position of 
county agent. Affera man ‘has been 
selected and hired, the Farm Bureau 
helps fo outline his: work and, with the 
state leader of county agents and the 
Department of. Agriculture, exercises 
supervision over him. 

In order that there“shall be so alae 
understanding, when a county is ready 
toask’ fora county agent the state 
leader of county. agents comes into the 
county and holds meetings at several 
different places and explains: in detail 
the whole proposition. He will’ also 
help organize the Farm Bureau.
